This goen on until ‘tle “entire 
bottom “has been scrubbed, and thus the’ 
great expense and delay of docking is avoid- 
ed,“ That the invention is a complate strc 
cess has now been practically demonstrated.

They all gat on board the junk 
and at onee began to get the junk away and 
thus make their escape, Seme warders 
followed, more or less st o distance and 
fired their revolvera at tho escaping pri- 
sonora.  Pervira, the deesascd, appears to 
have rushed duwn to the jetty promptly 
and got on board the junk, and waa sven 
by boveral witnesses among the prisoners, 
who had’ already got’ the junk somo dia- 
tance away from the jetty. Ono msn 
wos stationed I think ut the stern; 
ho was tho man in possession of a rifle 
which had beon taken from the Sikh cons-

THE INCORPORATION OF RELIGIOUS, EDUCA- 
TIONAL AND CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 


Tha Colonial Secretary—I move the first 
reading of a Bill which ia not on the ordora 
of the day, namely, an Ordinance to 
facilitate the incorporation of religious, 
aducational and charitabre institutions.

Now I submit to you, subject to what 
his i ordsbip may tol-you, al? these men 
who were eugaged in that-eommorr felony 
were, irrespective of whether they used 
actual violence towards the man or not, 
legally participators in the crime of murder 
with which we charge them, 

Tho evidence led was practically the same 
as that given in the Police Court.’ 

Dr Hu. Kai, at the close of the evidence 
for. the prosoeution, dwelt at considerable 
length on the discrepancies ia the evidence 
.of the Gaol guards as te the manner in which 
Turnkey Pervita met his death, Thore 
were, hy pointed out, three difterent accounts 
given of how Percira got into the water 


At tho. suggestion of His Hxcolloney the 
date of tho passing of the by-laws (17th 
November} was inucrted jn tho heading, as, 
he said, thery' was otherwise nothing to 
identify them ss tho by-laws pasged at thot 
particular time, ~ . 

His Excelleney said that where it was 
only a question of rejecting or sanctioning 
and where i) alteration could be made it 

“wes out ustal to read all the by-laws but 
merely the tide. On reconsideration, how- 
ever, ho thotght on the whole, as thesa by- 
laws were very important, they had better 
be read’ in case of any question arising 
afterwards, 

The by-laws wore then read and passed

doubting whether Pereira’s falling into tao 
water was the uct of any one of the priso- 
ners. Thero waa, ha enntended, no evidenca 
of the slightest credibility as to Pervira’s 
having beeu struck on the head with a bam- 
boo after ho had fallen into the. water, 
The medical evidence was concluaive on 
the point that no auch blow could possibly 
have heen sustained by the unfortunate 
turnkey. He putit that it was a possible 
hypethesia that Pereira had accidentally 
fallen into the water and then, swimming to 
jank, hung on by tho bows of the vensel 
until he got exhausted ; and he submitted 
in that case the jary could uot hold that 
the prisoners were guilty of murder. In or 
der to find such a verdict the jury moet find 
that the prisoners did somothing positive to 
cause the man’s death, beyond the. mere 
fact of their runuing away, , 

His Lordship, addreasmg the jury, anid 
that what the Attorucy General had stated 
in opening ag to the law of the case was en- 
tirely concurred in by him. Here - the 
allegation was that there were ten men out 
of twelve escaped from tho ehain gaug on 
the 18th Septémber.- It had been shown 
that the men were in lawful custedy in Gaol 
under various warrants, aud if the jury 
were entisfied ou that point the next one to 
considor was whether they actually escaped. 
If they got on board the junk he thought 
tho escape was complete. They had got 
beyond the control of tho officers placed 
over them. It was not therefore merely 
An attempt to escape but an actual escape, 
Ht appeared that thp deceased Pereira pur- 
sued them sinzle-handed on board the junk 
and did everything-he could to prevent 
them from getting away. He suceceded in 
taking down the sail two or threo: times 
after they bad put it up, and in this way 
returded their cecape. But the great point 
was—what happened ‘to Pereira. Tho first 
witness told them thut he saw two men 
strageling with Perejrg. The . witness 
atrack his Lordship as an intelligent 
officer who deseribed simply what be 
believed he saw. What he said. was 
that he saw two men struggling with 
Pereira aud that in the struggle the 
wholo threa fell overboatd. “Another 
-wituees gaid he saw the 7th prisoner take 
up a bamboo apg thiks Pereira over the 
bead with it.” This took plaga pear the 
bows of the junk. Tho last’ witness gave a 
most extraordinary account of it, He aaid 
he saw Porcira hunging on by the bows of

Canton, November 17. 


On Saturday, an investigationwas held 
at the native Customs Offies, Canton, into 
the circutustanees connected with the dei- 
zure by the Onstums, on the 3rd inst, of 
the steam launch General Gr rnt,- for an 
alleged infraction of tho Treaty of Tientain. 
Mr Li Fan, Deputy of the Hoppa, presided, 
and there were also on the bench Mr Cha- 
loner Alabaster, Britiah Conant at Canton, 
and Mr F. W. White, Commissioner of 
Customs at Canton. The case for the Cus- 
toms waa eonducted by Mr Commiaajoner 
White; and Mr Robert Fraser Smith, of 
Hongkong, owner of tho Geieral Grant, 
conducted his own case, assisted by Mr J. 


The Commissiuner, in oponing the casa, 
said—This is cnsein which the steam launch 
General Grant is accused uf un infraction of 
the Treaty of Tientsiu, inasmuch as ae 
resorted to places in the interior uot pro- 
vided for in the treaty, 

Mr Fraser Smith—Z bolieve it is an abso- 
lute necessity that minutes of these pro- 
ceeding should be taken, and I should like 
to be informed whather anybudy has been 
deputed tu do sv. The case may probably 
not end here, and I think some ono should 
be appointed by tho Court to take the 
minutes. 

Tho Consul—Mr Duncan has been ap- 
pointed. :
